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Murex - Purple of Antiquity

Today, as in ancient times, the color purple connotes royal or imperial 
stature. During the classical period of European history, purple attire 
was worn by patricians to distinguish themselves in society. The demand 
for purple was so great that production of purple dye transformed towns, 
such as Tyre in Phoenicia, into mercantile giants. Ironically, the symbol 
of great political power and the basis of immense wealth had its origins 
from one of nature’s most humble creatures, a lowly mollusk, the murex. 


Murexes were well known in the ancient world because of their ability 
to produce a highly-valued purple dye. Two species of the murex, 
found in abundance in the Mediterranean, were used in the dye industry: 
the Purple-Dye murex (Bolinus brandaris) and the Trunk murex (Hexaplex 
trunculus). 


Pliny the Elder wrote lengthy descriptions of murexes, called purples, 
in his Historia Naturalis. The purples, also called pelagia by the Greeks, 
have spiny, channeled beaks. The tongue or foot of the animal is about 
two and a half centimeters long. The strong tongues are used by these 
marine creatures for eating and movement. Murexes live for about seven 
years; the young mature into adults in one year. Romans believed that 
there were many types of murexes, delineated by where they lived 
and /or by what they ate, the most notable being the reef-purple, the 
pebble-purple, the seaweed-purple, the mud-purple, and the melting 


purple. 


The reef-purple, a softer and lighter murex, inhabits the reefs of the 
Mediterranean. The most abundant murex, the mud-purple, feeds on 
rotting slime; the seaweed-purple dines primarily on seaweed, hence the 
name. Although the pebble-purple was deemed quite suitable for the 
dyeing process, the rare melting-purple was the most prized of the 
murexes for production of purple dye. Although murexes are found 
throughout the Mediterranean, the best dye-murexes are found in Tyre 
in Asia Minor, in Mennix and in Gaetulia in Africa, and in the Laconian 
region of Sparta in Europe. Purple dye from Tyre, called tyrianthinum, 
was the finest of all purple dyes. 


In ancient times, murexes were caught using a variety of techniques, 
some of which were quite imaginative. Fishermen would gather murexes 
in large numbers at the time of the rising of the dog-star Sirius on July 
17, a time during which murexes would produce the substance used in 
dyeing. One way fishermen would catch the murexes was through the 
use of a fine-ply net. As described by Aelian, a more elaborate technique 
was employed by fishermen who set out nets containing wounded cockle 
mollusks. The purples would attack the wounded cockles, but when the 
murexes crawled on them, the cockles would close their sheils, thus 
entrapping the murexes until the fishermen came to harvest. 


Producing purple dye was an intricate and time consuming process. A 
white, viscous slime, from which the dye was derived, is produced by 
“the flower of purple”, an organ in the throat of the murex. The white slime 
was obtained by removing the organ from the murex or by crushing and 
grinding the murexes in a mortar. A small amount of salt was added to 
the removed organs of the murexes. The organs and slime were steeped 
with water and honey ina lead pot for approximately three days. After 
nine days, the solid residue was removed by straining; dyeing a fleece 
required five hours of soaking in this solution. Approximately 300 
kilograms of dye was required for dyeing 1,000 kilograms of sheep’s 
fleece. Incredibly, 12,000 individual murexes were required to produce 
only 1.5 grams of dye. 
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Sometimes the dye turned out to be ruddy, therefore, worthless. Colors 
ranging from crimson to dark purple were obtained by adding liquids 
such as urine to the dye solution. The three most expensive and highly 
prized dyes were the brilliant scarlet, the violet colors, and amethyst 
purple colors. 


Vitruvius, the famous architect, believed that the variations in color were 
related to the location where the murexes were collected and that the 
color of the dye was modified by the movement of the sun. Murexes 
collected in northern regions produced a black dye; murexes from the 
northwest produced a bluish color; murexes of the southern regions 
produced a violet dye; and, murexes from the northeast produced a 
red dye. 


Substitutes for the purple dye were obtained from the whelk and the 
trumpet shell. Purple dyes could also be manufactured from the plants 
of the whortleberry and the madder root. Hysginum, a scarlet dye used 
in the purple-dyeing industry came from an insect, a scale, called coccus. 
This insect is a parasite of a Spanish and northern African oak (Quercus 
coccifera). All of these various alternative dye sources were inferior to the 
purple dye produced by the murex mollusk. 


Pliny noted that the price for a murex-dyed fleece ranged from fifty 
sesterces to over a thousand denarii. The price was determined by the 
demand, the color of the dye and the quality of the wool. Amethyst 
purple, violet, Tyrian purple, and scarlet brought the highest prices on 
the market. Since the purple dyed cloth was expensive, only nobles, 
patricians, and wealthy men could afford them. 


Reference to the use of purple can be found as early as Biblical times. In 
the Old Testament, in the book of Ezekiel, Tyrian purple was used for 
clothing (Ezekiel 27:24), and to symbolize wealth (Ezekiel 27:16). 


The first mention of purple dye in Greek literature occurs in the Homeric 
Age. Homer writes “blood of purple hue” which Pliny the Elder attributes 
to the blackish appearance of the dye when first seen. According to Greek 
myths, the purple dye was accidentally discovered after Hercules’ dog 
had been eating murexes and Hercules noticed the appearance of a purple 
stain on the dog’s mouth. The mythological involvement of a dog in 
the discovery of the murex-dye might relate to the time of collecting of 
the murexes, the rising of the dog-star. 


The founder and first king of Rome, Romulus, worea purple-dyed cloak. 
Tullius Hostilius, the third king of Rome, was the first Roman to use a 
strip of purple on his toga, an insignia that senators used later in the 
Republic and in the Empire. Cornelius Nepos, a contemporary of the 
Emperor Augustus, commented on the popularity of murex-dyed cloth: 
“In my young days the violet purple dye was the vogue, a pound of 
which sold at 100 denarii per pound; and not much later the red purple 
of Taranto. This was followed by the double-dyed Tyrian purple which 
it was impossible to buy for 1000 denarii per pound. This was first used 
in a bordered robe by Publius Lentulus Spinther [aedile in 63 BC.] but 
met with disapproval, though who does not use this purple for covering 
dining-couches now-a-days.” (Continued next page) 


Vitruvius noted that purple was the most prized and delightful of colors. 
Pliny the Elder also noted that of the products of amphibious creatures, 
purpleand scarlet dyes from the murex mollusk were the most expensive. 
Virgil, in the Aeneid, shows clearly the beauty and value of purple-dyed 
cloth: “And his sword was starred with tawny jasper, and the cloak that 
draped his shoulders blazed with Tyrian purple -a gift that wealthy Dido 
wove for him.” 


The use of the purple-dyed cloth to symbolize (Continued next page) 
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royal stature is apparent in the Gospel of Mark. After Jesus is convicted 
and sentenced to die by the cross, the Roman soldiers mock Jesus, “And 
they clothed him with purple, and ess acrown of thorns, and put it 
about his head, and began to salute him, ‘Hail, King of the Jews!” (Mark 
15:17-18) 


Martial, the Latin poet, wrote about purple-dyed cloth in his Epigrams, 
a series of small descriptions of an object written as if by the words of the 
object itself. Here is an example concerning amethyst-dyed wool: 

-Dyed Wool - “Drunken as Iam with the blood of Sidon’s shellfish 
[the murex], I do not see why I am called sober wool.” The reference to 
sober wool is a pun on the word amethyst. Etymologically, amethyst 
means not intoxicated. In another epigram, Martial states: A Baetic 
Mantle - “My wool is not deceptive, nor am I transformed in the vat. 
Let Tyrian mantles please you by such means: my own sheep dyed me.” 


Murex-dyed cloth was so beautiful that in instances it aroused jealousy 
and anger. In the mythological competition between Arachne and 
Athena, Arachne used purple-dyed threads to weave her tapestry which 
was more beautiful than anything Athena or the gods could produce. 
Athena’s jealousy drove her to turn Arachne into a spider. According to 
Plutarch, in his Life of Mark Antony, Mark Antony took his most 
expensive scarlet-dyed cloak and laid it on the funeral pyre of Brutus, 
the assassin of Caesar. Later, Antony realized that the cloak had been 
stolen from the pyre. Antony found the thief and immediately had him 
put to death. Likewise, according to Suetonius, in his The Twelve 
Caesars, King Ptolemy of Mauritania visited Rome by invitation of 
Emperor Gaius Caligula. King Ptolemy wore a fine Hebd cloak to the 
gladiatorial games which attracted a great deal of admiration. Caligula 
was so jealous that he immediately had King Ptolemy put to death. 


In addition to dyeing cloth, the murex was used to decorate walls of 
rooms. In Ovid’s Metamorphoses, murex shells were used to decorate 
a god’s house. Also, in the ancient town of Pompeii, rooms have been 
found with murex shells imbedded in the walls. 


In the famous Roman mosaic by Sosos of Pergamum, called The Asaroton 
(the unswept floor), a murex is clearly seen. The mosaic, from a villa in 
Rome, shows the importance of the murex to the Romans. 


Murexes were also used as medicines by the Greeks and Romans. Pliny 
the Elder reports that the burned ash of the murex was used in various 
medicinal concoctions and cost ten drachmae. Sometimes honey was 
applied to the ash of the murex. The flesh of the murex was used by 
women to remove hair from the breast and to improve milk production 
from the breast. 


The ancient Phoenician city of Tyre was the primary place for the dyeing 
industry. The industry had made Tyre very wealthy and important, 
establishing it as a major trading area. However, the dyeing industry 


made Tyre an unpleasant place; the carcasses of rotting murexes covered 
the seaport and earned Tyre an unsavory reputation. 


The murex is featured on many coins of Tyre because the dye industry 
was extremely important to the economy of the city. The appearance of 
a murex can be seen on very early shekels and later on Roman Provincial 
coins. Murexes appear in the field of most Roman Provincial bronzes 
of Tyre and the image of a murex was used as a mintmark on some silver 
tetradrachms of the Severan dynasty. 


In ancient Greece and, later, in Rome, purple was worn to signify political 
rank and to elicit respect. Elected officials in Athens wore purple cloaks 
as symbols of high government office. A tunica laticlavia, a toga with a 
oa es stripe, was worn by Roman Senators. Members of the Equestrian 
er wore a toga with a very narrow le stripe. Young patrician 
Roman children wore a toga witha broad purple stripe until they became 
fourteen years of age. The Roman generals wore purple mantles, called 
paludamentum, during celebrations of military triumphs. 


Roman emperors reserved the finest purple for their exclusive use. Only 
the emperor wore a full robe of blatta, the most desirable ee color. 
If anyone else was caught wearing a full robe of blatta purple, he would 
be convicted of high treason and executed. 


The purple dye, costly and complicated to produce, became a highly 
valued commodity among the naper k remarkably, political class 
divisions were signified by that single color. Truly, the purple dye of the 
lowly murex played an important role in the ancient civilizations of the 
Mediterranean. 
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An Obol of Sybaris

Perhaps all coin collectors are the same! Some coins that we acquire, we 
add to the collection without any particular emotional feelings at all; 
but the acquisition of others gives us a real thrill that can last several 
days. 


The coins that give me this sort of inner excitement are those with 
associations that set my mind day-dreaming along certain lines. And 
this happened to me recently when I purchased the coin | illustrate, a 
small silver obol of Sybaris in southern Italy (diameter 8-9mm, weight 


7 grains). 


Firstly, just because it is an obol! An obol was placed in the mouth of 
the dead so as to enable them to reach Hades safely. When a person 
died, his soul was taken down to the Underworld by Hermes, but then 
had to cross the River Styx. To enable souls, or “shades,” to do this a 
special ferry was provided, with a ferryman called Charon to row them 
across to Hades. They needed the obol to pay Charon the stipulated 
fare. Without it, he would refuse to take them across, and they became 
lost souls, condemned to wander alongside the Styx for ever!

For me, the second thrilling thing is the writing, “Sybaris” in normal 
Greek lettering ought to begin ZY; but, to start with, the two letters on 
the coin read from right to left. The Greeks took their letter forms from 
an early form of Semitic alphabet — all these, including Phoenician, 
Aramaic and Hebrew, read from right to left. Greek, in its earliest days, 
also read from right to left, moving on to its next stage when it was 
“Boustrophedon” —written right to left on the top line, the left to 
right on the next line down, and so on alternatively down the page; only 
later did it become left to right. 


So this Sybaris right to left coin represents a very early stage of written 
Greek! But what about the M? This is not, as I at first thought, the Greek 
letter Sigma Z on its side; but takes us back to earlier days when there 
were several kindred, but different, Greek alphabets in use — complete 
uniformity only came with the 4th century BC. Our M is an early style 
of “S” used in Western Greek scripts, derived from the Semitic letter 
Tsade (modern Hebrew’) rather than Sin (modern Hebrew »), the root 
letter of Sigma Z, the usual Greek “S”. 


The third “thrill” is the very fact that it comes from Sybaris, a city 
completely destroyed by its neighbor Croton in 510 BC. Sybaris was the 
oldest Greek colony in this part of southern Italy, founded circa 720 BC 
by a mixed band of colonists from Achaea and Troezen. It rapidly 
became very prosperous, and at the height of prosperity its 
circumference measured six miles, a fair old size for an ancient city, and 
it had dominion over twenty-five neighboring towns. But then the 
Achaean colonists, wanting all this prosperity for themselves, expelled 
the Troezenians, who fled to Croton; and it was the Crotoniates, 
espousing the cause of the Troezenians, who razed the city in 510, 


turning the waters of the river Crathis so that they flowed over the ruins. 
Most of the inhabitants fled; but some stayed near the site, continuing 
over the years to mint a number of coins naming “Sybaris,” until at last 
in 443 BC, with the help of volunteers from elsewhere particularly from 
Athens, they established the city of Thurium near the site of their old 
town. 


But my obol dates from before the disaster of 510 BC, going back to the 
days when Sybaris was a by-word for luxurious living. The word 
“Sybarite” is still in use in the English language for “a self-indulgent 
person; a sensualist.” Asan example, Seneca tells the story of one Sybarite 
who complained of the roughness of his bed — he had discovered that 
a rose-leaf had doubled under him, and this had prevented his being 
able to sleep. 


Nobody can tell me that this coin is “just another bit of metal,” it is full 
of meanings - and dreams! 


New Detail on a Celtic Gold 
Stater of the Cheriton Type

Gold staters of the Cheriton type, circa 57-55 BC (Van Arsdell 1215; Seaby 
22), are not particularly rare. However, on the specimens I have seen, 


one portion of the design always seemed to be bly lacking: the 
upper part of the horse’s head on the reverse. A specimen which has 
recently come into our hands casts surprising new light on this portion 
of the pie and on the artistic intent of the engraver. Due to the unusual 


centering on this specimen, one can now see the complete upper part 
of the reverse design, sharply struck, and it is clear that the upper part 
of the horse’s head simply was not engraved in the die. In fact, there is 
— to the modern eye — a rather jarring discontinuity between the 
horse’s neck and its nose, with nothing in between! Discontinuity, of 
course, is a hallmark of Celtic style, and it seems that the engraver 
carefully planned the discontinuity here to emphasize the disjointed 
depiction of the horse. 


The ordinary centering of this issue is now explained. On a perfectly 
centered piece, the nose and neck disappear off the edge of the flan, 
leaving the viewer to assemble the anatomical bits for himself.

Two Roman Provincial Bronzes

In August 213 AD Caracalla began the first military campaign of his sole 
reign, crossing the border into Raetia to confront the Alemannic tribes 
threatening the northern frontier. Over the next two years he proceeded 
with his army down the Danube, pacifying the border and endulging 
his fantasy as the living re-incarnation of Alexander the Great. It was 
also at this point he took to wearing the Germanic tunic known as the 
caracalla. Caracalla was never in the best of mental health, and the stress 
of campaign, combined with an unnamed illness (as well as separation 
from his strong-willed mother, Julia Domna), led to increasing delusions. 
He desired to conquer the east in the manner of Alexander, and upon 
reaching Macedonia formed a unit of 16,000 men based on the pattern 
of the old Macedonian phalanx, dividing his time between drilling the 
troops and partaking of riotous partying, also following his hero’s style. 
His eastern campaign of 215-217 was noted for military disasters in 
Armenia and a massacre of the citizens of Alexandria. There were 
sporadic military forays against the Parthians, but Caracalla directed 
most of his efforts toward gaining the hand of a Parthian princess in 
marriage, thus joining the western and Persian lands as Alexander had 
attempted with his political marriage. Vologases IV would have none 
of it. Caracalla’s erratic behavior would finally doom his efforts to 
unite west and east in a re-created Alexandrine empire, leading only 
to his assassination at the hands of a conspiracy of officers under 
Macrinus, who feared for his life. 


This coin of Augusta Traiana in northern Thrace, struck circa 214, marks 
his activities along the Danube, and shows him victorious over two 
figures, probably representing the Alemanni and the Dacians.

Elaea, on the coast of Aeolis, was never a substantial city, although at 
the height of Pergamon’ s power in the 3rd Century BC it acquired some 
importance as a port city for that wealthy kingdom. At this period Elaea 
became a center for the cult worship of Asklepios and Zeus, who make 
frequent appearances on its Roman Provincial issues. These two gods 
are joined by Demeter and her attributes the kalathos and torch as the 
most common types from the city. A representation of the Phrygian 
goddess Kybele has not been previously attested for Elaea, although her 
cult spread throughout Asia Minor and the entire Roman world in the 
3rd Century AD as the Magna Mater. Originally an agricultural goddess 
and protector of cities, Kybele became equated with the Greek goddess 
Rhea, wife of Kronos, and her cult was known in Rome as early as the 
3rd Century BC. This new piece complements very nicely the other 
known medallic issue for the magistrate Seberos. SNG von Aulock 1618 
depicts Zeus, father of the gods, and we now have Kybele the “Great 
Mother” striking a very similar pose. Seberos may have had aa role in 
introducing the cult of Kybele into Elaea, placing her on equal footing 
with the established worship of Zeus.

Apparently at this point in Aretas’ reign the Nabataean kingdom 
suffered a severe shortage of silver. A series of bronze coins was 
issued with the denominations clearly marked in units of silver, the 
Ma’ah and its half and quarter fractions.

Interesting Nabataean Hoard 





A late Nabataean Hoard of AR Drachms. Circa 106 AD. A Roman 
era pottery oil lamp together with contents, a hoard of 13 AR 
Drachms of the Nabataean kings Aretas IV, Malichos II and 
Rabbel II. The hoard consists of the types: 

Aretas IV / Conjoined busts of Aretas and Shugailat. Circa 20- 
40 AD. Type of Meshorer 99. Aretas IV / Conjoined busts of 
Aretas and Shugailat. Year 42 (33/34 AD). Mesh. Sup. 8. Malichos 
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II / Shugailat II. Circa 40-70 AD. Type of Mesh.123. (5 coins). 
Rabbel II / Shuqailat II. Rabbel under the regency of his mother.

All the coins show 
evidence of long use; the earliest pieces of Aretas and Malichos 
grading Fair or Good, the later drachms averaging near VF on 
typical small late flans with much detail missing. Shuqailat II and 
Gamilat are called the “sisters” of Malichos and Rabbel 
respectivly, but epigraphic evidence suggests this is merely an 
honorific title, not referring to family relationships, but perhaps 
to the intermarriage of two dynasties ruling Nabataea. In any 
case, the prominence given to the Nabataean queens is quite 
unique in Near Eastern numismatics, perhaps only paralleled by 
the Parthian issues of Phraataces and Musa. The oil lamp is of 
thin buff-colored terra cotta of a form that became popular in the 
area of Judaea in the early 1st century AD, and often called 
“Herodian”. It is characterized by a flaring, or “spatulated” spout. 
In this case, even though much of the spout has been chipped 
away, the lamp was still in use, as indicated by the carbon remains 
around the wick hole. The use of a lamp long after it normally 
would have been thrown away, and the generally poor condition 
of the hoard speaks of the circumstances of its loss. It was the 
meager savings of an impoverished individual who probably hid 
it away at the time of the conquest and absorption of the 
Nabataean kingdom by Trajan in 106 AD. Few later Nabataean 
silver coins have survived. They are sometimes found mixed in 
with hoards of coins of Trajan and Hadrian, but most were used 
by Trajan to strike his new series of Arabia drachms 
commemorating his conquests. This is a unique opportunity to 
acquire an intact hoard from an historically significant period in

Diocletian was the first Roman emperor to abdicate the throne. In doing 
so, and forcing his imperial partner Maximianus to do likewise in 305 
AD, he was attempting to stabilize a chaotic political situation by creating 
an orderly plan of succession. Under the tetrarchy system, two Caesars 
would become joint Augusti, and Augusti would retire to make room 
for new partners. The plan would founder on personal ambitions, as 

Maximianus twice to reclaim his throne, and the other tetrarchs 
would fight for sole rule over the Empire. Diocletian's wish for calm in 


the Empire, nee by Quies, would not be granted.
